minds 6* many that instigator Is a "politico.! pris- 
oner" providing it was done to Injure the govern- 
mental authority.. The gravamen of a crime does 
not always rest in Its actual 'commission; the In- 
stigator, as an accessory before the fact, is often- 
more culpable. 
A man who would give aid and 


comfort to the enemy In time of war, or who 
would obstruct his government In Its effort to 
saye human life 'by bringing a war to an early 
close. Is and'must be classed in the same cata- 
log as the enemy itself, armed and ready to kill.

to do with 
politics. 


When such a man is punished those who have 
a sneaking sympathy with.his crime because It Is 
in opposition to the government under which they 
live, pervert the language when they refer to 
such a condemned person as a "political prison-
